JYerther,
it would appear that even 273-A would say that tie budget submission date is
probably May 16 because the second sentence of RSA 273-A, IIT, would not apply
since this budget has to be submitted through the City Council and, thercofore,
the first sentence would apply and May 16 would be the budger submission date."
